ef these, upon the ser­ 
vants and hgttdmaidens of the Lord, 
found its fuil Ailment at Pentecost; 
and during the more than eighteen 
centuries since, God's spiritual bless­ 
ing has been not only with the Apos­ 
tles, but with all the footstep follow­ 
ers of Jesus—all of God's servants 
and handmaidens. If we wee this fea­ 
ture of the phophecy fulfilled, it be­ 
comes a guarantee to believers that 
the remainder of the same prophecy 
will have fulfillment in 
God’s 
due 
time. 
The remainder of the proph­ 
ecy declares that afterward—after 
these days in which the Holy Spirit 
has béen outpoured upon the Church, 
upon the “servants 
fuid 
handmaid­ 
ens’*—will come God’s time for pour­ 
ing out His Spirit upon all flesh. 
St. Peter’s statement, "This is that 
which was-spoken by the mouth of 
the Prophet Joel*” 
Pastor 
Russell 
said should not be taken to mean 
that what was witnessed in the upper 
room on the Day of Pentecost nearly 
nineteen centuries 
ago, 
completely 
fulfilled the Prophet 
Joel’s 
predic­ 
tions. 
None, he said, would dispute 
that the fulfillment of Joel’s prophecy 
began at Pentecost, with the early 
Church, and has been in process of 
fulfillment during all 
the centuries 
since. It is as true today as it was 
then, that the blessing of the Holy 
Spirit is granted to all of God’s ser­ 
vants and handmaidens. And the re­ 
minder of «the prophecy will as sure­ 
ly be fulfil|qd with 
equal 
accuracy 
in due time. 
After these days of the Gospel Age 
—after these days of the outpouring 
of the Spirit upon God’s servants and 
handmaidens—will come the glorious 
epoch of Messiah’s Kingdom, in and 
through which God will pour out upon 
hte world of mankind a great bless­ 
ing of enlightenment and uplift from 
the sin and death 
conditions 
now 
prevailing. It will be to the accom­ 
plishment of this 
end 
that 
Satan 
shall be bound for a thousand years, 
and the darkness, which now covers 
the earth and the gross 
darkness 
which now binds the heathen, will be 
chased away by the glorious Day of 
Messiah, a thousand years long. Thus 
the knowledge of the glory 
of 
the 
Lord will fill the whole earth. Thus 
every tongue shall be brought to con­ 
fess and every knee to bow to Mes­ 
siah as the great Representative of 
Jehovah and His righteousness. 
Abraham's Spiritual Seed First. 
Abraham of old typified Jehovah, 
and Isaac typified Messiah, born not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit— 
by 
special Divine interposition—ac- 
cordng to God’s promise. Of this an- 
titypical Isaac class, Jesus 
is 
the 
Head, the Forerunner ok the Church, 
as well as- the 
world’s 
Redeemer. 
The Body of Messiah is composed of 
a saintly few, according to Scriptures, 
gathered primarily, from the Jews, 
but being 
completed 
by 
additions 
from every nation, people, kindred 
and tongue. 
These all, the Apostle 
tells us, will be character-copies of 
God’s dear Son, our Redeemer and 
Head. This, the Apostle declares, is 
Divine predestination 
(Romans viii, 
29, 30). 
Ths Church class, or Messiah class, 
is variously referred to the prophe­ 
cies, as well as in the New TestOr 
ment, as the “brethren” of Jesus, 
and the “sons of 
God." 
“I 
have 
said, ye are gods, ail of yon sons of 
the Highest; but ye shall all die like 
men and fall like one of the Princes’* 
(Psalm Ixxxii, 6, 7). 
These all die 
like men in the estimation of the 
world, because as the 
Apostle de­ 
clares the world knoweth them not 
even as It knew not their Master. As 
the world did not recognize that the 


life of Jesus was laid down uacrificlal- 
ly, neither is it aware that the follow­ 
ers of Jesus, a little handfull, down 
through 
the 
Age, 
have 
likewise 
through His merit presented 
their 
bodies living sacrifices, holy and ac­ 
ceptable to God. 
• 
Abraham's Natural Seed Next. 
This Spiritual Seed of Abraham, ail 
saintly, will constitute the Chinch of 
the First-Borns, the antitype of the 
Priests and Levite3 of the Jewi3b Dis­ 
pensation. 
With the completion of 
this Church, gathered out of all na­ 
tions, sects and denominations, Divine 
favor will return again to the natural 
seed of Abraham. 
As the Jew was 
granted the first privilege or oppor­ 
tunity of becoming the Spiritual Seed 
of Abraham, he will likewise have 
the first opportunity to participate In 
the blessing which then will come to 
the whole world of mankind. 
“To 
the Jew first" is the Divine order In 
respect to both of these blessings. To 
this agree the words of the Auo*tie 
Paul. 
After telling.of the divine election 
of the church, the saintly few of both 
Jews and Gentiles, the Apostle adds, 
“I would not, brethren, that ye should 
be ignorant concerning this Mystery, 
* • • that blindness, In part (only, 
not perpetual), h a s . happened unto 
Israel" When the full, “elect," Spir­ 
itual Seed shall have been gathered, 
shall 
have 
been 
completed 
from 
amongst the Gentiles, then all Nat­ 
ural Israel shall be saved from their 
blindness and outcast condition (Ro­ 
mans it). 
St. Paul points out that as Israel's 
stumbling 
was 
directly 
foretold 
through the prophet (“Let their table 
become a trap and a snare’’—Psalm 
lxix, 22), so also, God through the 
prophets has foretold their blessing 
later on—that they would be the first1 
to be blessed under the glorious Spir­ 
itual Messiah of many members. 
Thus ft is written, "There shall 
come out of Zion the Deliverer and 
He shall turn away ungodliness from 
Jacob” 
Here, plctortoBy, Zion to a 
mother and her Offspring to the Mes­ 
siah. Looking again at the type, we 
see that Abraham represented Jeho­ 
vah and that Sarah, his wife, repre­ 
sented the great Covenant through 
which Messiah would be developed. 
“In thy seed shall all the families of 
the earth be blessed" (Genesis xxii, 
17, 18). "If ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham's Seed, and heirs accord­ 
ing to the promise" (Galatians ill, 
16. 29). 
It has required more than eighteen 
centuries to give birth to this great 
Deliverer. Jesus, the Head, was the 
“First-Born from the dead;" and the 
Church, His Members, since devel­ 
oped, will be His brethren, sharers in 
His rule on the heavenly plane. For 
Is He not declared to be "the First- 
Boni among many brethren? 
The 
First or Chief Resurrection wifi bring 
all these sons of God to the plane of 
glory, honor and Immortality—born 
from the dead; then the great Deliv­ 
erer will be fully, completely born and 
ready to begin Hte great work of 
blesBing all the nations—Israel being 
the first of these. 
"My Spirit Upon All Flesh." , 
S t Peter declares that It was the 
glorified Jesus who received of the 
Father, and poured out 
upon 
the 
Church at Pentecost, the Holy Spirit 
That blessing came to the church be­ 
cause of their coming into harmony 
with 
the 
Father’s 
arrangement 
through the Son. 
The receiving of 
the Spirit there marked the recipients 
as sons of God. 
The later Pentecostal blessing up­ 
on the world will have points of sim­ 
ilarity as well as points of difference. 
The blessing will come through the 
great Messiah and as a result cf the 
satisfaction He will make for the sins 
o f the whole world, by applying to 
the race the merits of His sacrifice by 
which He will seal the New Law Cov­ 
enant with Israel; and then, with the 
world through Israel (Jeremiah xxxi, 
31). The great Messiah of glory will 
be the Mediator of that New Cove­ 
nant, and the foundation of that Cov­ 
enant will he “the better sacrifices" 
offered by this Mediator, as the Anti- 
typical 
High 
Priest 
(Hebrews ix, 
19-23). 
The Pentecostal blessing then to 
come upon th¿ world will not be upon 
the terms of their sacrificiug their 
earthly rights 
to 
attain 
heavenly 
blessing and rpiritual sonship; cn the!the Lord as living 
contrary, its requirements will be * ' 


vine Law; and its reward will be 
earthly restitution to the perfection 
of human nature, and to the enjoy­ 
ment of all the blessingB originally 
given to Adam and forfeited by his 
disobedience. All coming under that 
blessing will experience the uplifting 
and restoring to an that was lost in 
Adam. “They shall build houses and 
inhabit them. They shall plant vine­ 
yards and eat the fruit thereof, and 
long enjoy trie work of their hands” 
(Isaiah ixv, 21). 
This is the Divine 
promise, applicable to them and not 
applicable to the Spiritual Seed of 
Abraham, the Church, the Kingdom 
class, who must all be changed, be­ 
cause “flesh and blood cannot Inherit 
the Kingdom of God." 


As Jacob was a son of Abraham, 
not directly, but through Isaac, so 
also those blessed under Messiah’s 
reign will be children of God, not di­ 
rectly, but through the Messiah. Di­ 
rectly, they will be the children of 
Messiah. Thus it is written of Mes­ 
siah, “He shall be called Wonderful, 
Counselor, the Mighty One, the Prince 
of Peace and the Everlasting Father— 
the Father or Ldfe-giver to the re­ 
stored world of mankind. 
The life 
which 
He 
¿aid 
down in sacrifice, 
namely, the earthly life, Is tbe one 
which He will give to all the willing 
and obedient of Adam’s* race during 
His Messianic Kingdom—to be theirs 
forever. It is in this sense that He 
will be the Everlasting Father—the 
Father giving everlasting life, which 
father Adam failed to give. Messiah 
Himself will have no need for the 
earthly life which he laid down, be­ 
cause the Heavenly Father has given 
Him, as a reward for His obedience, 
the higher life—the divine nature. 
The Fathers to Be Princes. 
From of old Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, 
David, etc., were called the fathers, 
not only because of their relationship 
to the Jewish nation, but particularly 
because Messiah was to come as their 
offspring—“tbe Seed of Xbn.ham,” 
“of the stem of Jesse," “the Offsortng 
of David," and so Jesus was bom of 
this very lineage. 
But His exhaltatkm by the Father 
to the spirit plane, and the fact that 
It was His earthly rights that He 
laid down in sacrifice, which are to 
gp to Adam and all his race who 
wllL accept the same on the Divine 
terms, puts Jesus in the position of 
Father or Life-giver to 
the world, 
and to Abraham, David 
and others 
as well. They must all obtain their 
everlasting life through 
Him, 
and 
hence will he Hia children. 
Thus 
the Prephet David wrote of the fu- 
trne, "Instead of 
thy fathers shall 
be thy children, whom thou mayes t 
make princes 
in 
all 
the 
earth" 
Psalm xlv 16). 
Those fathers who 
are to he minces 
are 
already de­ 
clared to be pleasing to God. 
They 
attested their loyalty to Him by a 
faith 
which 
worked 
in 
harmonv 
with Hia will 
through 
the limita­ 
tions of a fallen nature. 
The Fathers te Get "A Better Resur­ 
rection." 
On account of this 
they 
ara al 
ready declared to be worthy of 
a 
“hotter resurrection" 
than 
the re­ 
mainder of 
mankind—but 
not 
so 
v’orious a resurrection as 
will be 
granted to the church. Their resur­ 
rection will be tb the perfection of 
human nature—mental, 
moral 
ánd 
physical. 
Thus they will stand be­ 
fore mankind aa samples of human 
perfection, to 
which 
standard, 
by 
obedience, all of the race may at­ 
tain, it they will, during 
the thou­ 
sand years of Messiah’s reign and 
kingdom. 
Those ancient worthies (Hebrews 
xl) will not only 
be illustrious of 
human perfection, hot they will be 
made princes or rulers 
in 
all the 
earth. They will 
be 
the 
outward 
and visible 
representatives 
of the 
Invisible Messiah 
and 
the 
agents 
through whom the Word of the Lord 
will go forth; as it to written, “The 
law shall go forth from Mount Zion 
(the spiritual 
kingdom), 
and 
the 
Word of the Lord from Jerusalem” 
—the earthly manifestation 
of the 
kingdom amongst men. 
Pastor Russell gave an extraordi­ 
nary Interpretation 
to a heretofore 
bard to he 
understood 
portion oi 
Joel’s prophecy: 
"Tour young men 
(in that new dispensation) wiU see 
with clear vision what your ancients 
dreamed of and related in parables." 
This vision of glory, the pastor de­ 
clared, would be the reign of right­ 
eousness and the Pentecostal bless­ 
ing accompanying it, upon the will­ 
ing and obedient, every one of whom 
would be brought 
to 
clear knowl­ 
edge and full opportunity for salva­ 
tion.
